Increased Hit-And-Run Cooperation Sought

Lincoln's new voluntary program aimed at 


increasing the clearance rate of hit-and-run 
accidents shows promise, but could be more 
effective if it was mandatory, according to 
police officials. 


The program, instituted about 10 weeks 


ago, has resulted in the clearing of five hit-and- 
run accidents which would not have been 
cleared otherwise, according to hit-and-run of- 
ficer Martin Roach. He said the autos involved 
sustained damage valued at a total of $1,500. 


Under the program's present operating pro- 


cedures, 
police, with the auto o w n e r ' s 


permission, place a "damaged auto release 
sticker" in the windshield of any vehicle in- 
volved in any accident of which police are 
notified 


Theoretically this would mean it would be 


more probable that damaged vehicles without 
stickers would be hit-and-run vehicles. 


Police 
may 
stop 
motorists driving 


damaged car without one of the sticker's 
the windshield. 


However, according to Roach, the factor 


determining the success of the program on 
its present voluntary basis is the cooperation 
of the body shops in informing police of cars 
brought in for repairs without the sticker. 


So far, he said police have received the 


cooperation of 16 of Lincoln's approximately 
40 body shops. Roach said he is "not satisfied" 
with this degree of cooperation. 


"We need total cooperation in order to 


make the program really work," Roach said. 
He added that he did not believe he would 
get it on a voluntary basis. 


Capt. Bob Myer said that for the program 


to be really effective it should be statewide. 
He said that if the program were enforced 
only by a city ordinance a motorist would 
only have to take his damaged, stjckerless 
car out of the city to avoid detection.

Acceptance Of Limited Drug Use Suggested 


Washington 
'/P> — An extensive study of 


federal drug abuse prevention programs con- 
cludes that "overt preaching and scare tactics" 
have not worked, and suggests official ac- 
ceptance of limited drug use. 


The government is "more likely to yield 


long-range positive results." the report says, 
by dropping its "failure-ridden quest for a 
youthful society free from drug use—a proposed 
idyllic island awash in a sea of alchohol, 
nicotine and legally prescribed drug taking." 


The three-volume study, compiled over a 


year by Macro Systems Inc. under a $300,000 
federal grant, has been kept under wraps since 
June. 


A spokesman for the Department of Health, 


Education and Welfare said the study is "being 
critiqued" within the department, and no ap- 
proval or rejection of the findings is expected 
before mid-November. 


Of the $380 million spent last year on federal 


drug programs by 15 agencies, the report said, 
HEW spent $155 million, including more than 
$26 million for drug education. 


But the "crisis atmosphere' surround.ng 


prevention programs, it said, resulted in "dif- 
fused objectives and goals, overlapping and 
dupliction of effort, lack of consistent and long- 
range planning, and difficulty in assessing pro- 


gram effectiveness. 


"In place of prevention as a reachable 


goal, drug use on the part of youth could 
be accepted-especially marijuana use," the 
report said. 


But it warns that a "radical change of 


policy" in a presidential election year "is sure 
to bring about powerful opposition unwilling 
to enrage what it perceives as its constituency " 
especially what it called a "significant and 
well-entrenched adult population" opposed to 
illegal drug use. 


In addition, the report said, acceptance of 


limited drug use may create unemployment 
in certain circles." Among those with a "vested 
interest in continuing existing programs," it 
said, are various private and governmental 
drug prevention officials including planners, 
directors, staff, counselors, group leaders and 
clergy.

"is becoming more feasible as time goes on." 


"A major finding supporting the adootion 


of this option relates to the fact that illegal 
drug use is endemic among the youth pooulat on 
and that use of alcohol, tobacco and mood- 
altering drugs on the part of adults is also 
widespread,"

pragmatic point of view, a strong argument 


can be made stating that it is not within 
the capability of HEW or other drug education 
sources to reverse this tide.'' 


Half Used Drugs 


About half the youth surveyed for the report 


confirmed that they used drugs, mostly in the 
form of marijuana, and they seemed to know 
more about drugs than the adults trying to 
discourage them. 


"Should reason alone prevail," the report 


said, "it might be more appropriate for drug- 
knowledgeable youths to be educating ill-in- 
formed and fearful adults rather than the 
reverse." 


"The use of drugs on the part of youth 


seems to be woven into their total life style, 
and appears to be intimately related to the 
adolescent development process," the report 
said. 


"In a drug-taking society many youths 


choose drugs, especially marijuana rather than 
the aduit accepted and widely used alcohol," 
the report said. "It does not seem likely that 
efforts to stop this kind of 'social' or 'light' 
drug use will meet with sigmficnt success." 


"Telling youth not to smoke marijuana 


because it is illegal calls the law into ques- 
tion—not marijuana," the report said, and is 
especially fruitless when the drug has not been 
proven dangerous or unhealthy.

Lincoln’s new voluntary program aimed at 
increasing the clearance rate of hit-and-run 
accidents shows promise, but could be more 
effective if it was mandatory , according to 
police officials. 
The pro g ra m, instituted a bo ut 10 weeks 
a g o , ha s resulted in the clea ring o f fiv e hit-a nd- 
run a ccidents which wo uld no t ha v e been 
clea red o therwise, a cco rding to hit-a nd-run o f­ 
ficer Ma rtin Ro a ch. He sa id the a uto s inv o lv ed 
susta ined da ma g e v a lued a t a to ta l o f $1,50 0 . 
Under the program’s present operating pro­ 
cedures, 
police, with 
the 
auto 
o w n e r ’ s 
permission, place a “damaged auto release 
sticker” in the windshield of any vehicle in­ 
volved in any accident of which police are 
notified. 
Theoretically this would mean it would be 
more probable that damaged vehicles without 
stickers would be hit-and-run vehicles. 
Police 
may 
stop 
motorists 
driving 
a 
damaged car without one of the sticker’s in 
the windshield. 


Ho wev er, a cco rding to Ro a ch, the fa cto r 
determining the success o f the pro g ra m o n 
its present v o lunta ry ba sis is the co o pera tio n 
o f the bo dy sho ps in info rming po lice o f ca rs 
bro ug ht in fo r repa irs witho ut the sticker. 
So far. he said police have received the 
cooperation of 16 of Lincoln’s approx imately 
40 body shops. Roach said he is “ not satisfied” 
with this degree of cooperation. 


“ We need total cooperation in order to 
make the program really work,” Roach said. 
He added that he did not believe he would 
get it on a voluntary basis.

Acceptance Of Limited Drug Use Suggested 


Washington </P> — An ex tensive study of 
federal drug abuse prevention programs con­ 
cludes that “overt preaching and scare tactics” 
have not worked, and suggests official ac­ 
ceptance of limited drug use. 


The « overnment is “more likely to y ield 
long-range positive results,” the report say s, 
by dropping its “ failure-ridden q uest for a 
y outhful society free from drug use—a proposed 
idy llic island awash in a sea of alchohol, 
nicotine and legally prescribed drug taking.” 


The three-v o lume study , co mpiled o v er a 
y ea r by Ma cro Sy stems Inc. under a $3 0 0 ,0 0 0 
federa l g ra nt, ha s been kept under wra ps since 
June. 
A spokesman for the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare said the study is “being 
critiq ued” within the department, and no ap­ 
proval or rejection of the findings is ex pected 
before mid-November. 
Of the $380 million spent last y ear on federal 
drug programs by 15 agencies, the report said, 
HEW spent $155 million, including more than 
$26 million for drug education. 
But the “crisis atmosphere’ surrounding 
prevention programs, it said, resulted in “dif­ 
fused objectives and goals, overlapping and 
dupliction of effort, lack of consistent and long- 
range planning, and difficulty in assessing pro­ 


gram effectiveness. 
“ In place of prevention as a reachable 
goal, drug use on the part of y outh could 
be accepted-especially m arijuana use,” 
the 
report said. 
But it warns that a “ radical change of 
policy ” in a presidential election y ear “is sure 
to bring about powerful opposition unwilling 
to enrage what it perceives as its constituency ,” 
especially what it called a “significant and 
well-entrenched adult population” opposed to 
illegal drug use. 
In a dditio n, the repo rt sa id, a ccepta nce o f 
limited drug use ma y crea te unemplo jmient 
in certa in circles.” Amo ng tho se with a “ v ested 
interest in co ntinuing ex isting pro g ra ms,” it 
sa id, a re v a rio us priv a te a nd g o v ernmenta l 
drug prev entio n o fficia ls including pla nners, 
directo rs, sta ff, co unselo rs, g ro up lea ders a nd 
clerg y . 
Despite these oppon''"'ts, the report said, 
“ it seems clear” that dropping prevention goals 
“is becoming more feasible as time goes on.” 
“A major finding supporting the adootion 
of this option relates to the fact that illegal 
drug use is endemic among the y outh pooulat on 
and that use of alcohol, tobacco 
a nd mo o d- 
altering drugs on the part of adults is also 
widespread,” 
the 
rejwrt 
said. 
“From 
a 
pragmatic point of view, a strong argument 


can be made stating that it is not within 
the capability of HEW or other drug education 
sources to reverse this tide.” 
Ha lf Used Drug s 
About half the y outh survey ed for the report 
confirmed that they used drugs, mostly in the 
form of marijuana, and they seemed to know 
more about drugs than the adults try ing to 
discourage them. 
“Should reason alone prevail,” the report 
said, “it might be more appropriate for drug- 
knowledgeable y ouths to be educating ill-in­ 
formed and fearful adults rather than the 
reverse.” 
“ The use o f drug s o n the pa rt o f y o uth 
seems to be wo v en into their to ta l life sty le, 
a nd a ppea rs to be intima tely rela ted to the 
a do lescent dev elo pment pro cess,” the repo rt 
sa id. 
“ In a drug-taking society many y ouths 
choose drugs, especially marijuana rather than 
the adult accepted and widely used alcohol,” 
the report said. “It does not seem likely that 
efforts to stop this kind of ‘social’ or ‘light’ 
drug use will meet with signifient success.” 
“Telling y outh not to smoke marijuana 
because it is illegal calls the law into q ues­ 
tion—not marijuana,” the report said, and is 
especially fruitless when the drug has not been 
proven dangerous or unhealthy .

IN PERSPECTIVE

A McGovern task force has come out with a report on 


Latin America which, we would guess, will win the South 
Dakota senator hardly a vote. That is because Latin America 
today just is not an issue with the people of the United 
States and that is unfortunate. 


Presumably, nothing drastic enough has happened in Latin 


America of late to put that large populous area in the headlines. 
Chile gets a little notice now and then when its citizens appear 
to be stirring up trouble for their Marxist government but 
that is only because we like to think of governments in South 
America as carbon copies of our own. 


Thus, when Allejide seems to be in trouble, we rejoice 


In the smug assurance that we knew along that democracy 
was the only salvation for our neighbors to the south. Brazil, 
however, with a military government since 1964 has proven 
us wrong. 


^^ 
Brazil still is referred to as the awakening giant in Latin 


America, although this is not all so good as we might think. 
With her success, the U.S. has cozied up to her with rather 
large amounts of aid and loans but the success of Brazil 
has engendered some discomfort among her neighbors. 


As we tend to look at Brazil as the leader in South America, 


the rest of the Latin countries began to feel left out. Also, 
not even Brazil has really solved her fundamental problems 
of poverty and social inequality. 


Overall, it has seemed that South America has received 


very little attention from this country in recent years. The 
McGovern report criticizes our government for pursuing a 
political policy of special interests in South America—the special 
interests of big corporations. 


Also, we tended to look critically at forms of government 


and public policies that are not in keeping with our own 
ideas of democracy and individual freedom. That may be a 
lofty ideal but it may be highly unrealistic, too. 


* 
Also, Latin America is now beginning to worry about the 


same thing that is worrying some other nations—the possible 
division of the world into two more or less amenable power 
blocs. The blocs would consist of Russia and her satellites 
on one hand and the U.S. and her major allies on the othen 


This, it is feared, may be the ultimate consequence of 


•improved U.S. relations with China and the Soviet Union. Without 
a cold war type of situation to motivate us, we may settle 
for a comfortable political security and let the rest of the 
world go by. 


In other words, without a threat from Russia or China, we 


lack motivation to build a stronger alliance with such areas 
as South America, which we see in the first place as somewhat 
of a burden upon us. 


Certainly, it is true that most of South America has managed 


to improve itself little in the past decade. The Alliance for 
Progress of the late John F. Kennedy administration was a 
fine blueprint but it is said largely to have failed. 


* 
It is pretty tough to come up with anything by way of 


a program for South America out of the Nixon administration. 
That administration has done nothing really but continue some 
of the grant and loan programs of the past, programs that 
have proven to be unworthy of the challenge they face. 


Thus, it is disappointing to contemplate the impact of the 


McGovern criticism of U.S. policy toward Latin America. It is 
disappointing because that crticism will be met largely by in- 
difference. 


Too many U.S. citizens are indifferent to South America 


simply because our leadership* has failed to encourage any 
kind of concern for the nations south of our border. We wonder 
if the U.S. will ever wake up to the potential that exists 
in that area. 


It needs to do so because the potential is of two kinds, 


good and bad. A friendly Latin America would be a real 
asset to us and a hostile Latin America would be a serious 
liability.

Recalled Decade Later 


WASHINGTON — It is Nov. 


7. All the election returns are 
in. Richard M. Nixon speaks 
to the press: "I leave you 
gentlemen now, . . . but as 
I leave you I want you to 
know _ just think how much 
you're going to be missing. 
You won't have Nixon to kick 
around anymore, b e c a u s e , 
gentlemen, this is my last 
press conference. ..."

More Voters Good Omen 


The extraordinary increase in Nebraska's 


voter registration figures since May is good 
news for both major political parties — and 
for the state itself. Nearly 100,000 new voters 
have registered since spring. That's one out 
of every 15 Nebraskans, and that flood of 
new registrants increased the eligible voter 
list by an astonishing 13%. 


Republicans added nearly 37,000 registrants 


while the Democrats increased their total by 
49,000. Those figures not only add strength 
to both major parties, but they signal a new 
momentum in moving Nebraska toward a tru- 
ly two-party state. 
With more than 800,000 


Nebraskans now registered to vote, the tradi- 
tional Republican edge over Democrats has 
shriveled to a bare 30.000. If the two-party 
system is to work effectively, it must be 
a system of two parties of almost equal 


strength. The potential for that kind of balance 
in Nebraska is now apparent. 


The startling rise in registration figures 


points toward an underlying realization that 
the 1972 election offers voters the kind of 
basic choice they seldom receive. Both Presi- 
dent Nixon and Senator McGovern suggest 
that this is the choice of the century, and 
Nebraskans have indicated that they want 
to participate in that reckoning in record 
numbers. 


Citizen participation in his government is 


too often limited to voting itself. But. obvious- 
ly, that is the place to start. More Nebraskans 
than ever before have declared their intent 
to participate by making their wishes known 
at the ballot boxes next Tuesday. Hopefully, 
that will be only the beginning of wider citizen 
interest in the political process which governs 
so much of his life. 


Sometimes life seems so in- 


consistent. One would never 
think overalls would figure in 
this inconsistency but they 
have.

That is b ecause Latin America 
today just is not an issue with the p eop le of the United 
States and that is unfortunate. 
Presumably , no thing drastic eno ugh has happened in I.atin 
America o f late to put that large po pulo us area In the headlines. 
Chile gets a little no tice no w and then when Its citizens appear 
to be stirring up tro uble fo r their Marx ist go v ernment but 
that Is o nly because we like to think o f go v ernments in So uth 
America as carbo n co pies o f o ur o wn. 
Thus, when Allende seems to b e in troub le, we rejoice 
in the smug assurance that we knew along that democracy 
was the only salvation for our neighb ors to the south. Brazil, 
however, with a military government since 1964 has p roven 
us w rong. 
★ 
Brazil still is referred to as the awakening giant in Latin 
America, although this is not all so good as we might thmk. 
With her success, the U.S. has cozied up to her with rather 
large amounts of aid and loans b ut the success of Brazil 
has engendered some discomfort among her neighb ors. 
As we tend to look at Brazil as the leader in South America, 
the rest of the Latin countries b egan to feel left out. Also, 
not even Brazil has really solved her fundamental p rob lems 
of p overty and social ineq uality. 
Overall, it has seemed that South America has received 
very little attention from this country in recent years. The 
McGovern rep ort criticizes our government for p ursuing a 
p olitical p olicy of sp ecial interests in South America—the sp ecial 
interests of b ig corp orations. 
Also , we tended to lo o k critically at fo rms o f go v ernment 
and public po licies that are no t in keeping with o ur o wn 
Ideas o f demo cracy and indiv idual freedo m. That may be a 
lo fty ideal but it may be highly unrealistic, to o . 


Also, Latin America is now b eginning to worry ab out the 
same thing that is worrying some other nations—the p ossib le 
division of the world into two more or less amenab le p ower 
b locs. The b locs would consist of Russia and her satellites 
on one hand and the U.S. and her major allies on the other, 
This, it is feared, may b e the ultimate conseq uence of 
Imp roved U.S. relations with China and the Soviet Union. Without 
a cold war typ e of situation to motivate us, we may settle 
for a comfortab le p olitical sectu*ity and let the rest of the 
world go b y. 
In other words, without a threat from Russia or China, we 
lack motivation to b uild a stronger alliance with such areas 
as South America, which we see in the first p lace as somewhat 
of a b urden up on us. 
Certainly , It is true that mo st o f So uth America has managed 
to impro v e itself little In the past decade. The Alliance fo r 
Pro gress o f the late Jo hn F. Kennedy administratio n was a 
fine blueprint but it is said largely to hav e failed. 


★ 
It is p retty lough to come up with anything b y way of 
a p rogram for South America out of the Nixon administration. 
That administration has done nothing really b ut continue some 
of the grant and loan p rograms of the p ast, p rograms that 
have p roven to b e unworthy of the challenge they face. 
Thus, it is disap p ointing to contemp late the imp act of the 
McGovern criticism of U.S. p olicy toward Latin America. It is 
disap p ointing b ecause that crticism will b e met largely b y in­ 
difference. 
To o many U.S. citizens are indifferent to So uth America 
simply because o ur leadership’ has failed to enco urage any 
kind o f co ncern fo r the natio ns so uth o f o ur bo rder. We wo nder 
if the U.S. will ev er wake up to the po tential that ex ists 
in that area. 
It needs to do so b ecause the p otential is of two kinds, 
good and b ad. A friendly Latin America would b e a real 
as.set to us and a hostile Latin America would b e a serious 
liab ility.

More Voters Good Omen 


The extraordinary increase in Neb raska’s 
voter registration figures since May is good 
news for b oth major p olitical p arties — and 
for the state itself. Nearly 100,000 new voters 
have registered since sp ring. That’s one out 
of every 15 Neb raskans, and that flood of 
new registrants increased the eligib le voter 
list b y an astonishing 13%. 
Rep ub licans added nearly 37.000 registrants 
while the Democrats increased their total b y 
49.000. Those figures not only add strength 
to b oth major p arties, b ut they signal a ne^' 
momentum in moving Neb raska toward a tru­ 
ly two-p arty state. 
With more than 800.fM)0 
Neb raskans now registered to vote, the tradi­ 
tional Rep ub lican edge over Democrats has 
shriveled to a b are 30.000. If the two-p arty 
system is to work effectively, it must b e 
a system of two p arties of almost eq ual 


strength. The p otential for that kind of b alance 
in Neb raska is now ap p arent. 
The startling rise in registration figures 
p oints toward an underlying realization that 
the 1972 election offers voters the kind of 
b asic choice they seldom receive. Both Presi­ 
dent Nixon and Senator McGovern suggest 
that this is the choice of the century, and 
Neb raskans have indicated that they want 
to p articip ate in that reckoning in record 
numb ers.

Then there is Lucy Pemberton, Cynthia's

a walking syringe of virus," 
said the physician, who heads 
the section of chest diseases 


at New Britain G e n e r a l 
Hospital in Connecticut. 


A person is more likely to 


stay away from work when 
the cold has progressed to the 
deep coughing stage because 
that's when he feels worse. But 
by then you are less infectious 
to others, Dr. Egan said. 


Because so many people arc 


about with colds, Dr. Egan 
said, he advises patients with 
chronic lung problems to stay 
out 
of crowds 
during the 


winter. 


"I encourage these patients 


to stay out of movies, to sit 
in the back pew in church and 
to avoid crowded buses if at 
all possible," he said. 


Adding a cold to a chronic 


lung problem can result in a 
life threatening situation, he 
said. Some chrome 
patients 


wind up as patients in hospital 
intensive care units because of 
episodes which start with a 
cold, he said.

among the top two or three 
disabling 
conditions in 
the 


United States, and, at the rate 
the} are increasing, m a y 
become No. 1.

Pheasant Opener Close 


It's almost pheasant season (finally) and from the looks 


of things, Nebraskans may find one of the better seasons 
yet. 


A short scouting ride in the country over the past weekend 


convinced this writer that the pheasants appear to be more 
numerous than last year and last year, as most hunters 
found out, was a very good season for bagging the wily 
Rlngneck. 


Just a few short miles south of Lincoln, the birds seemed 


to be taking advantage of harvested fields, and in thick 
brush west of Roca, the birds seemed to be holding tight, 
moving deeper into the brush, but not taking to wing when 
approached. 


Other reports from different areas of the state by in- 


dividuals searching for hunting spots tend to agree. The 
pheasants and quail are there for the taking. 


Goose Season Reopening 


With (he reopening of goose season Thursday, hunters 


have an opportunity to add the Canadian to their larder 
mat they may have missed during the first half of the 
split season. 


The first half of the season was a disappointment to 


a lot of hunters due to the fine weather, but recent cold 
snaps on the Canadian wetlands have sent the flocks southward 
towards warmer ground and hunters should fare a little 
better. 


Despite the success of a few hunters during the opener, 


it seemed there were more who failed in putting goose on 
the Sunday table. 


"We tried four or five times during the first half of 


the season," Bill Jannissen says, "but the weather was too 
much against us 


"One time up near Branched Oak Lake, we thought we 


might have it made when we found our blind surrounded 
by heavy fog, but when the sun came out, it went away 
and the flights never came in to our decoys," he explains. 
"This time, it should be a lot better.' 


Jannissen's hunting partner, Doug Leaven agrees. 
"I went out and checked a few fields north of Lincoln 


and found some snows out in the middle," he offers. "I 
think that cold snap up north has started them our way. 
About another week and they should be coming in pretty 
heavy " 


Both agree that last year was only a mild success, but 


each express optimism for the rest of this season. 


"We didn't have what you'd call a real lot of birds 


last year." Janmssen says. ''But we still managed to get 
a few Canadians towards the end of the season 


"So far this year, we've only managed to get one goose, 


but 1 think that'll pick up and we'll have a better season 
than last year's " 


A Full Day Ahead 


Jannissen and Leaven say they're going to take full ad- 


vantage of the two seasons Saturday, planning their goose 
hunting for early morning, then moving on to pheasant in 
the afternoon. 


"First, we plan on getting a good night's sleep Friday," 


Leaven grins. "That Saturday's going to really mean work 
for us. We think we've got a good chance to collect our 
limits on both pheasants and goose." 


Columbia, Mo. 
tfft— One of the factors 


in Missouri's back-to-back upsets over Notre 
Dame and Colorado and its subsequent rise 
to 16th in the football poll is the development 
of quarterback John Cherry.

"I was playing cautious 
football and you can't play that way. 


"You have to go up there and react, 


and that's what I'm doing now," Cherry 
said. "Every play in every game is different, 
as things come you just have to react to 
them." 


At Pattonville High in suburban St. Louis 


he played for a team that won only five 
games in three years. His grades didn't 
qualify him for a major college scholarship 
so he went to junior college in Miami, Okla., 
and led Northeastern to the national cham- 
pionship one year.

Furukawa Min'ng Co. said 
Wednesday it has decided to 
clo.se its Ash'o copper mino, 
about 48 miles north of Tokyo, 
because virtually all deposits 
there have been exhausted.

by the Legislature and may 
also establish a separate 
class for trucks, trailers, 
semi-trailers, truck-tractors, 
or combinations thereof, 
consisting of those owned 
by residents and nonresi- 
dents of this state, and 
operating in interstate 
commerce, and may pro- 
vide reciprocal and pro- 
portionate taxation of such 
vehicles: Provided, that 
such tax proceeds from 
motor vehicles taxed in 
eacfi county shall be allo- 
cated to the state, counties, 
townships, cities, villages, 
and school districts of such 
county in the same propor- 
tion that the levy of each 
bears to the total levy of 
said county on personal 
tangible property. The 
Legislature may enact laws 
to provuie that the value 
of land actively devoted to 
agricultural or horticul- 
tural use shall, for property 
tax purposes, be that value 
which such land has for

shall be elected for a term 
of four years, with 
the 


manner of such election to 
be determined by the Leg- 
islature; Provided, that 
when the Legislature is re- 
districted the members 
elected prior to the redis- 
tricting shall continue in 
office, and the law provid- 
ing for such 
rcdistricting 


shall where necessary speci- 
fy the newly established 
district which they shall 
represent for the balance 
of their term. Each mem- 
ber shall be nominated and 
elected in a nonpartisan 
manner and without any 
indication on the ballot 
that he is affiliated with or 
endoiscel bv anv political 
partv or organization. Each 
member of the Legislature 
shall receive a salarv of not 
to exceed 
four hundred 


dollars per month during 
the term of his office. In 
addition to his salarv, each 
member shall receive an 
amount equal to his actual 
expenses in traveling by 
the most usual route once 
to anel returning from each 
regular or special session of 
the Legislature. Members 
of the Legislature shall re- 
ceive no pay nor perqui- 
sites other than said salai/ 
and expenses, and employ- 
ees of the Legislature shall 
receive no compensation 
other than their salary or 
per diem, except that each 
member anel employee may 
be included in an existing 
retirement system for state 
officers and employees at 
anv time " 


Proposed Amendment No. 9 
A vote FOR this proposal will 


retain the present provision for 
a salary of not to exceed four 
hundred dollars per month for 
members of the Legislature 
during their term of 
office, 
which salary would be desig- 
nated for service during legis- 
lative sessions. In addition, a 
vote FOR this amendment 
would authorize an additional 
per diem (per day) compensa- 
tion, as determined by the 
Legislature, for service in the 
conduct of legislative business 
between sessions of the Legis- 
lature. 


A vote AGAINST this pro- 


posal will retain the present 
provision for a salary of not to 
exceed four hundred dollar* per 
month for members of the Leg- 
islature during their term of 
office, 
which salary would re- 


main the total authorized for 
mil legislative duties, and would 
disallow the authorixing of ad- 
ditional per diem (jter

compensation while conducting 
legislative business between 
sessions of the Legislature.

election to be held in No- 
vember, 1964. one half the 
members of the Legisla- 
ture, or as nearly thereto 
as may be practicable, shall 
be elected for a term of 
four years, and the re- 
mainder for a term of two 
yean, and thereafter all 
members shall be elected 
for a term of four years, 
with the manner of such 
election to be determined 
by the Legislature; Provid- 
ed, that when the Legisla- 
ture is redistricted the 
members elected prior to 
the redistricting shall con- 
tinue in office, and the law 
providing for such redis- 
tricting shall where neces- 
sary specify the newly 
established district which 
they shall represent for the 
balance of their term. Each 
member shall be nomi- 
nated and elected in a 
nonpartisan manner and 
without any indication on 
the ballot that he is affili- 
ated with or endorsed by 
any political party or or- 
ganization. Each member 
of the Legislature shall re- 
ceive an annual salarv of 
not to exceed four hun- 
dred dollars per month 
during the term of his of- 
fice for services -while at- 
tending sessions of the 
Legislature. In addition to 
his salary, each member 
shall receive an amount 
equal to his actual expen- 
ses in traveling by the most 
usual route once to and 
returning from each regu- 
lar or special session of the 
Legislature. Members of 
the Legislature shall re- 
ceive a per diem compen- 
sation as provided by law 
for such services when they 
are on legislative business 
when the Legislature is not 
in session and expenses, 
and employees of the Leg- 
islature shall receive no 
compensation other than 
their salary or per diem." 


Proposed Amendment No. 10 
A vote KOR this proposal will 


generally rearrange the provi- 
sions of the Article on Educa- 
tion into a more logical 
sequence and clarify 
the lan- 
guage thereof, will clarify the 
authority of the Legislature re- 
specting the education in public 
institutions of persons other 
than those between the ages of 
five and twenty-one years, and 
will eliminate certain obsolete 
language. 


A vote AGAINST this pro- 


posal will retain the present 
arrangement, language, and 
provisions of the Article on 
Education.

Sec. 3. The State Board 


of Education shall be com- 
posed of eight members, 
shall be elected from eight 
districts of substantially 
equal population as provid- 
ed by the Legislature. 
Their term of office shall 
be for four years each. 
Their duties and powers 
shall be prescribed by the 
Legislature, and they shall 
receive no compensation, 
but shall be reimbursed 
their actual expense in- 
curred in the performance 
of their duties. The mem- 
bers of the State Board of 
Education shall not be ac- 
tively engaged in the edu- 
cational profession and

nonpartisan ballot. 


Sec. 4. The State Board

Sec. 8. No lands now 


owned or hereafter ac- 
quired by the state for 
educational purposes shall 
be sold except at public 
auction under such condi- 
tions as the Legislature 
shall provide. The general 
management of all lands 
set apart for educational 
purposes shall be vested, 
under the direction of the 
Legislature, in a board of 
five members to be known 
as the Board of Educa- 
tional Lands and Funds. 
The members shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor, 
subject to the approval of 
the Legislature, with such 
qualifications and for such 
terms and compensation as 
the Legislature may pro- 
vide. 


Sec. 7. The following are 


hereby declared to be per- 
petual funds for common 
school purposes of which 
the annual interest or in- 
come only can be appro- 
priated, to wit: 


First. Such per cent as 


has been, or may here- 
after be, granted by Con- 
gress on the sale of lands 
in this state. 


Second. All money aris- 


ing from the sale or leasing 
of sections number sixteen 
and thirty-six in each 
township in this state, and 
the lands selected, or that 
may be selected, in lieu 
thereof. 


Third. The proceeds of 


all lands that have been, 
or may hereafter be, grant- 
ed to this state, where by 
the terms and conditions 
of such grant the same are 
not to be otherwise ap- 
propriated. 


Fourth. The net proceeds 


of lands and other prop- 
erty and effects that may 
come to this state, by es- 
cheat or forfeiture, or from 
unclaimed dividends, or 
distributive shares of the 
estates of deceased persons. 


Fifth. All other property 


of any kind now belonging 
to the perpetual fund. 


Sec. 8. All funds belong- 


ing to the state for educa- 
tional purposes, the inter- 
est and 
income whereof 


only arc to be used, shall 
be deemed trust funds. 
Such funds with the inter- 
est and income thereof are 
hereby solemnly pledgee! to 
the 
purposes 
for 
which 


thev are granted and set 
apart and shall not be 
transferred to any other 
fund for other uses. The 
state shall supply anv net 
aggregate losses thereof 
realized at the close of each 
calendar year that mav in 
any manner accrue. Not- 
withstanding any other pro- 
visions in tie Constitution, 
such funds shall be invest- 
ed as the Legislature may 
by statute provide. 


Sec. 9. The 
following 


funds shall be exclusively 
used for the support and 
maintenance of the com- 
mon schools in each school 
district in the state as the 
Legislature shall provide: 


a. Income 
arising from 


the perpetual funds; 


b. The income from the 


unsold school lands, except 
that costs of administration 
shall be deducted from the 
income before it is so ap- 
plied; 


c All other grants, gifts 


and devises that have been 
or may hereafter be made 
to the state which arc not 
otherwise appropriated by 
the tcims»of the grant, gift 
or devise; and 


d. Such other support as 


the Legislature may pro- 
vide. 


No distribution or ap- 


propriation shall be made 
to any school district for 
the year in which school is 
neit 
maintained 
for 
the 


minimum term requircel by 
law. 


2. That sections 14, IT, 


16, and 17 arc hereby re- 
pealed." 


tiding off-street parking for 
vehicles, by special assvss- 
ncnti or by special taxa- 
tion of property benefited, 
and to rcdctcrmine and re- 
allocate from lime to time 
the benefits arising from

Proposed Amendment No. 12 
A vote FOR this proposal wilt 


enlarge the judicial nominating 
commissions from seven to nine 
members, wilt provide that 
judges of the supreme court 
who serve on these commis- 
sions as chairmen shall not be 
entitled to vote, will increase 
from three to four the number 
of commission members desig- 
nated by the members of the 
bar and citizen members ap- 
pointed by the Governor, will 
require that no more than four 
of the voting members of said 
commissions shall be of 
the 
same political party, will re- 
quire the names of candidates 
for appointment as judges to 
be made public prior to a pub- 
lic hearing, will require a roll 
call vote by the commissions 
and will require a candidate to 
receive a majority of the voting 
members of the nominating 
commission in order to have his 
name submitted to the Governor.

“the shock troops of American 
Indian sovereignty and the new 
warrior class of the century.”

Indian Movement (AIM) are 
trying to build Indian pride 
by stressing traditional religion 
and culture.” 


“ In the past, many Indian 
ways became Anglo-oriented.” 
said Vernon Bcllecourt, AIM 
national codirector and head 
of the I>enver chapter.

Committee, 
have accepted a bid to join

mittee in an extensive study 
of the immigration law and 
its enforcement. INS officials, 
asked by these agencies for 
their opinion on whether .such 
a studv vvas necessary, said

Rep. Peter W. Rodino, D-N.J., 
chairman of the immigration 
subcommittee, who is expected 
to be elevated to chairmanship 
of the parent committee. 
‘i feel strongly that there 
should be far more legislative 
oversight in tliis area,” Rodino 
ccntinued. “There are certain 
aspects that badly need looking 
into.”
